REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
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filling and sealing a container comprised of a container with a rigid side and a flexible 
side, forming a pressure chamber with the rigid side of the container as the container is 
in a retained position, expanding the flexible side of the container in the pressure 
chamber prior to filling and subsequent sealing; is distinguished over the prior art of 
Benn which teaches expanding a flexible container in a preformed negative pressure 
chamber, but does not use the container itself to from the chamber prior to expanding, 
filling and sealing.
